immediately back of it an apartment for pas- 
sengers which may be termed a second-class 
cabin. 

Her dimensions are as follows: iength of hull 
200 feet, beam 33 feet, and depth of hold 6 feet. 
Her draught light is less than 2 feet, and she 
car. carry a. large freight. The hull was built 
by Messrs. Howards, of Jeffersonville. Her 
machinery, built oy Glover, Ainslie, & Co., of 
this city, consists of two engines, of 7 feet 
stroke, and cylinders 21 inches in diameter.— 
She has two of the largest kind of boilers, and 
a doctor. The cabin was built by Messrs. Mc- 
Claran i; Cogshell, and the blacksinithing was 
done by Billings & Co. Messrs. Briner, Por- 
ter, fc. Co. executed the painting, which is re- 
markably well done. The upholstery came 
from the establishment of Mrs. Devinney, the 
carpets, &c, from John Simm. The whole 
boat reflects credit on her designer, Capt. Draf- 
fen, and those who constructed and furnished 
her.

Notes on Fruits.— Mr. C. Dewees, of Hun- 
ter's Bottom, and Mrs. Ormsby Hite, of this 
city, have sent us specimens of the same varie- 
ty of pear for a name, which prove to be the 

Oswego Beurre, a variety which was produced 
from the seed of the White Doyenne, near Os. 
wego, ifew York. The tree is a vigorous grow- 
er in our Western soil, but the fruit does not 
sustain its Eastern character. It ripens two 
months earlier with us than it does in If. York, 
and in quality it is more coarse and gritty. It 
may improve on further trial. 

We have also received two varieties of French 
pears from Mr. Thos. S. Kennedy, for a name. 
They are rather above the medium size and of 
a greenish russet. We saw a plate of one of 
the varieties at the annual horticultural exhibi- 
tion in this city, but no one could give us the 
name. We can find nothing in the books fully 
describing them. They are not yet in eating 
order. 

Beurre Diel.—We have received specimens 
of this fine fruit from the garden of Mr. W. C. 
Brooks. It was produced by Dr. Van Mons, of 
Belgium, and named in honor of his friend, Dr. 
Augustus Frederick Adrian Diel, a distin- 
guished German pomologist. The trees grow 
in our climate with vigor, productiveness, and 
beauty. Fruit large and fair; skin of a light 
yellow. The flesh is rather coarse grained, but 
rich, s«gary,half melting, buttery, and delicious. 
Altogether this is a valuable fruit and worthy 
of extensive cultivation. 

Lagrange Peach.— This is a famous large, 
white, free-stone peach. The specimens re- 
ceived were grown upon rather flat, moist land, 
which we think causes in the fruit an astringent, 
bitter character, but upon high dry land it is 
one of the finest peaches of the season. 

HarVs Pippin. — This is said to be a seedling 
apple, and is from the farm of Col. W. P. Hart, 
of Woodford county, Ky. It is of the Pippin 
family. Fruit large; skin greenish yellow. 
Flesh remarkably fine grained, with a rich 
juicy flavor. This apple is so tender when ripe 
that it will burst open in falling from the tree. 
We think it much superior to the true Fall Pip- 
pin, which is sufficient praise for any apple. 

Mr. Isaac Lewis, of Hopkinsville, has sent us 
a package of apples of extraordinary beauty. 
Size large; skin exceedingly smooth and of the 
most beautiful red, deepening in shade on the 
sunny side. Quality good, but hardly first-rate, 
they having become considerably wilted before 
they came to hand. The name is entirely un- 
known to us.

Wheat — Thin Sowing. — Thin sowing of 
wheat may be profitably pursued on soils which 
have been thoroughly sub-soiled and under- 
drained, but cannot succeed with certainty ia 
shallow-ploughed land with a compact sub-soil. 
The causes of this difference may be thus under- 
stood. As soon as wheat has grown to its first 
joint a new set of root* appear, called tiikrj, 
which travel horizontally for a time and throw 
up new shoots, and thus a single grain of wheat, 
with full tillering, may furnish one hundred 
stalKs,eachof which will arm itself with proper 
roots for descent in a well disintegrated soil; 
and if the soil be deeply and properly prepared, 
as suggested above, it would be difficult to as- 
certain which is the original shoot and which 
has arisen from tillering. In shallow ploughed 
land, with a sub-soil not disintegrated, and par- 
ticularly if wet, the tillering will discontinue as 
soon as any one root from the stool shall 
reach the surface of the sub-soil. These will 
turn brown and no new tillering will af erwards 
occur. It is for this reason that thin sowing 
will not answer on badly prepared soils ; and it 
is also for this reason that under-drained and 
sub-soiled meadows never run out; for as fast as 
any stool or crown of roots be broken by the 
feet of the cattle, it must cease to tiller if any 
portion of the root is in contact with the sub- 
soi in a compact and cold state— but if it b« 
free for root to travel in a proper degree of 
humidity, and fieely percolated by atmosphere, 
new shoots will replace old ones, and thus the 
meadow is continuallyfrenewed. Soil, so pre- 
pared before being put down to grass as to 
insure these conditions, may be kept in grass for 
a century, by simply using such soluble top- 
dressings as can enter the soil in early sprinr 
with the early rains, so as to secure continued 
tillering and fertilization.— Working Farmer.

Are the Many Wiser than the FewV — 
Mr. Bancroft delivered an oration before the 
Kew York Historical Society on the occasion of 
its late semi-centennial celebration, in which, 
addressing himself to the necessity of the pro- 
gress of the race, he said: 

The life of an individual is but a breath; it 
comes forth like a flower, and fleeth like a shad- 
ow. Were no other progress, therefore, possible 
than that of the individual, one age would have 
little advantage over another. But as every man 
partakes of the same faculties, and is consub- 
stantial with all, it follows that the race also has 
an existence of its »wnj and this existence be- 
comes richer, more varied, free, and complete, as 
time advauces. Common gense implies, by its 
very name, that each individual is to contribute 
some share towards the general intelligence. The 
many are wiser than the few; the multitude than 
the philosopher; the race than the individual; 
and each successive age than its predecessor. 

A writer in the Church Review, who criticises 
the entire oration very unspariugiy. thus cavils 
at this particular passage: 

But our special coucern is with the *entf nee, 
"The manv are wiser than the few; the multi- 
tude than the philosopher/' This, we take leave 
to say, is, in any pertinent and reasonable view 
of the import vt the language, sheer absurdity 
and untruth. It is oue of that sort of utterances 
that always move our spleen — smart sayings, 
with a certain ringing tone in them, but as empty 
of truth as "the sounding brass and tinkling 
cymbal" ere of "charity"— fine sentences, 
which, when grasped and subjected to a search- 
ing mquest, are obliged to collapse into drivel 
ing platitudes in order to save the smallest frac- 
tion and semblance of meauingand truth. "The 
many are wiser than the few." What does he 
mean? Wisdom is a relative attribute when 
predicated of men. Some may have more of it, 
some less; some a great deal, some very little, 
some, possibly, none at all, or go little as to be 
ranked as unwise or foolish men. Does Mr. 
Bancroft mean that the number of wise men is 
greater than the number of foolish cien? Per- 
haps it is. It is to be hoped it is. But that is 
not his meiriii^; it would reduce his sharp say- 
ing to a pointless platitude. What does he 
mean, then/ Wno are "ihe few" that he ha6 in 
his mind? Are lhey the comparatively ignorant 
and uncultivated? No. Are they the compara- 
tively instructed and cultivated? Yes. And 
who are "the many"? Are they the more in- 
structed? No. Are they the less instructed? 
Yes. 

His utterance then resolves itself into the as-' 
sertion that the ignorant jnany are wiser than 
the instructed few — which is either a flat con- 
t 'adiction or else a paradox. If taken as a con- 
tradiction, we need pursue the matter no f ar- 
ther; if taken as a paradoxical utterance of a 
truth, we deny that there is any truth in it. On 
what ground can the ignorance or unwisdom of 
the many be pronounced wiser than the wisdom 
of the bar? Is it tnat the l«ss cultivated many 
are individually each wiser than any of the cul- 
tivated few? No. Is it that the collective w b- 
dom of the many is greater than the collective 
wisdom of the few? That might be the case — 
provided, in the first place, that the decisions or 
conduct of a collective body could be wiser than 
the wisdom of tiio individuals composing it — a 
thiug likely to be when the water of a stream 
can continue to raise itself higher than its foun- 
tain and, provided, in the second place, that 
wisdom were anything to be measured by bulk 
or weight. Under these two conditions, but net 
otherwise, this and th- other utterances of this 
sentence — "(he multitude wiser than the phi- 
losopher; the race than the individual'' — may- 
come to have some meaning and truth, instead 
of being, what tuey now are, absurdly untrue. 

Now, undoubted^, the perpetrator of this 
hypercriticism has very legibly written himself 
down an ass. He has clearly erected his whole 
tottering superstructure of sneer and cavil upon 
a stupid misapprehension of the accomplished 
thinker he assumes to chide. Mr. Bancroft, in 
the passage referred to, most unquestionably 
did not desien to contrast the ignorant many 
with the cultivated few, as his splenetic re-| 
wiewer affects to think, but simply the totality 
of humanity with its constitutive elements — the 
whole with its parts. He obviously meant only 
that the sum of truth possessed by mankind in 
its integrity surpasses that possessed by its 
wisest individuals — a proposition so plain that 
it mi/ht well be deemed a "pointless platitude" 
if the orator had not employed it as a 
familiar link in his demonstration rather 
than a striking oracle or as an oracle of 
any sort. The immediate point in question 
was the necessity of the progress of the 
race. To establish this necessity, Mr. B., 
among other arguments, forcibly maintained 
that the race has an existence of its own, made 
up of the existence of every individual of every 
one of its countless generations, and that this 
existence, like a majestic river flowing seaward, 
grows broader and f iller and more free and 
perfect in its energies as it presses forward to- 
ward the eternal shore. The sentence that has 
strangely moved the "spleen" of his critic 
merely asserts, as if in parenthesis, and by way 
of graceful emphasis, that this human tide is ever 
larger than its largest tributary rills. It is real- 
ly but a rhetorical form— a figure of thought — 
as innocent a sentence, indeed, as ever ship- 
wrecked a critic. It is neither a contradiction 
nor a paradox nor anything that is absurd and 
untrue or that has the semblance of absurdity 
and untruth. It is just as little obnoxious to 
this stricture as the reviewer's own assertion 
that "some men have a great deal of wisdom, 
some very little," a "saying" that might ca.-il v 
have been "smart" if its author had known 
how to make it so. If Mr. Bancroft expresses 
himself in "fine sentences," it is only because 
he is a master of style and writes no other kind. 
The literary world will cheerfully forgive his 
critic whenever he chooses to sin in like man- 
ner. The whole thing is manifestly too trivial 
for a moment's grave attention. The reviewer 
thinks that the wisdom of a collective body will 
be '•wiser than the wisdom of the individuals 
composing it," when the "water of a stream 
can contrive to raise itself higner than its foun- 
tain." He might as philosophically say that 
the properties of a compound will be higher 
than the properties of the simples composing it, 
at the same time, and not before. He probably 
supposes that the wisest member of the collec- 
tive body that formed our Federal Constitution 



could have produced that masterly instrument. 
He, no doubt, imagines that the wisdom of an 
entire faculty cannot rise above the wisdom of 
the Greek professor. He fancies, perhaps, that 
the collective treasures of our liteiature are no 
richer than the treasures of Irving or of Long- 
fellow, ample as they are. He possibly con- 
ceives that the human brain is as wise as the 
wisest fibre composing it, and that it will be 
wiser "when the water of a stream can continue 
to raise itself higher than its fountain." Cer- 
tainly no man of fine sense and the slightest can- 
dor could have glided into 6uch a tissue of 
ridiculous blunders. We advise -this spitfire 
critic to husband his acumen and to let his 
"spleen" lie fallow. 

The Agricultural Fair at Louisville. — 
The time for holding oar fair is near at hand, 
and we hope that all have made up their minds 
to attend. We expect that ours will eclipse 
every other fair in the West. We have recent 
ly returned from the Lexington fair, which was 
a most successful one, but we expect ours to far 
surpass it. We presume that every manufac- 
turer will have specimens of his goods, of what- 
ever kind, on the ground; cloths from the fami- 
ly loom as well as from the factory of 10,000 
spindles; specimens from the workshop and the 
factory, from a hob-nail to a steam engine of 
fifty-horse power. We wish it to be distinctly- 
understood by our city merchants and by our 
country merchants that even the article of cow- 
bells which they go to Boston to buy are of the 
manufacture of Louisville. Of cattle we have 
the promise of a large number of the finest in 
the State; in horses, no section of the country- 
can excel us. Of other domestic animals we 
expect the largest number, and of the most per- 
fect kinds. Of people from every part of our 
own State, and from the neighboring States, we 
expect to meet here thousands and tens of 
thousands, and, though last not least, we expect 
that Louisville and the adjoining counties will 
send forth in the greatest numbers the most 
beautiful ladies, each day of the exhibition, 
that ever graced an amphitheater. Then let 
everybody with his wife and daughters attend. 



Eminence Fair. — The fifth annual fair of 
the Union Agricultural and Mechanical Asso- 
ciation will be held on the 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, and 
6th days <of October, at the fair gicunds, near 
Eminence, Henry county, Ky. 

The President of this association assures us 
that there will be a large number of imported 
premium cattle from Fayette and Bourbon 
counties, and wc presume that every other in- 
terest will be well represented. Shelby and 
Henry are among the richest counties in Ken- 
tucky, and no portion of the State contains a 
more intelligent and enterprising set of farmers; 
we therefore expect this will be one of the best 
exhibitions in the State. We advise ^everybody 
to go to the Eminence fair. 



The Advance in Sugars. — The rise in su- 
gars since January, according to the New York 
Post, has been 00 per cent., and this owing not 
so much to the diminished supply, which only 
applies to New Orleans descriptions, Cubas 
being plentiful, but to the great increase of de- 
mand throughout the country for consumption 
and stock. The unfavorable harvest of 1854 led 
to a great contraction in the grocery business, 
as well as in the dry goods; and dealers worked 
down their stock to the lowest point possible, 
compelled by necessity rather than by policy, as 
collections of debts being bad, credit was dimin- 
ished. 

Wealth or Boston.— The assessors report 
gives the total valuation of property in Boston 
at two hundred and forty-two millions of dol- 
lars, showing an increase over the va'uation of 
last year of fifteen millions three hundred ana 
thiriv-six thousand dollars. The rate of taxa- 
tion has been fixed at 8- venty-seven cents on 
one hundred dollars, a reduction of 15 cents 
from last year. 

The official report of the comptroller of New 
York shows that the valuation of real and per- 
sonal estate in that city is $486,9 l J8,278, about 
double that of her sister city. 

Surrender of John Hancock. — Sometime since 
an Abolitionist by the name of Hancock jump- 
ed the claim of a Missourian named Jones, who 
has since been appointed sheriff of Douglas co., 
K T., in which the city of Lawrence is situat- 
ed, and declared he would hold it at the peril of 
his life; and in order to make good h s asser- 
tion, su-nmond bis minions to his support, forty 
in number; Jones took with him fifteen of his 
friends, "Border Ruffians," and demanded theii 
surrender. Hancock told him that he was proud 
t^ say that he was a lineal descendi-.iit of the 
illustrious John Hancock, one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, and would 
never surrender. Jone3 then turned to his men 
and commanded them to bring their guns to bear 
upon the enemy, and then gave them tl h ty se- 
conds to give up the claim, in which time Han- 
cock "caved." When Jones sang out in a voice 
of thunder, " John Hancock, descendant of the 
illustrious John Hancock, one of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, do I under- 
stand you to say that you surrender?" Han- 
cock answered: "I want it distinctly under- 
stood that I surrender." — Independence Journal, 

A Great Lumberman. — The greatest lumber- 
man in America is William Price of Quebec. 
He has erected a wharf at river Du Loup, 120 
miles below Quebec, at a cost of $120,000, to 
accommodate his lumber business. He is the 
most extensive dealer in North America; has 30 
saws running near that place; 40 at St. John's 
Bay; 22 in constant operation at Ha-ha Bay^ 
end at the Saguenay Rapids 10 more. He also 
purchases some millions of feet frora the Otta- 
wa. It is said he has furnished, for several 
years past, employment for from 2,000 to 3.000 
men, and freighted over a hundred ships annu- 
ally with lumber for European markets. 

The street-sweeping machine is rapidly gain- 
ing favor with our citizens. Two of the ma- 
chines only are required to cleanse the streets 
of the Western District every ten days. We 
hope the Council will adopt them for every part 
of the city. — Ctn. Gaz. 

Collars. — There are 2.100 women engaged, in 
Troy, New York, in the manufacture of linen 
collars for gentlemen's wear. There are twice 
as many clergymen in the United States who are 
daily engaged in making collars of iron for 
single gentlemen.

THE JEFFERSONVILLE RAILROAD. 

When it is considered that the stock of the 
Jeffersonville railroad has fallen to one-third of 
its nominal value, I hope a stockholder may be 
excused for asking the reason. Here is a road, 
running upon a line of easy and cheap construc- 
tion from the Falls of the Ohio in the direction 
of the heart of Indiana, and its stock is only 
worth thirty-three cents on the dollar. It is 
true that the stock may have suffered from the 
hard times, like everything else, and the depre- 
ciation in part ascribed to that; for it has been 
going on in the face of increased receipts, de- 
crease of floating debt, and an improved condi- 
tion of the road. The receipts show a steady 
increase from the beginning, and I am informed 
on good authority that they have been this year 
thus far fully thirty per cent in advance upon 
the same period last year. So that what hard 
times have done good times ought certainly to 
undo, especially as there is a larger crop in the 
country to be transported than ever before, and 
j the business better adapted to the road. 

But another cause more radical and serious in 
j its character can be presented, and that is that 
j although this road begins at a proper point, and 
leads off in the right direction, it terminates 
without a terminus. Instead of goiug to the 
center of Indiana, it stops on the road. It stops 
at a country town of fifteen hundred inhar itants, 
instead of going to the capital of Indiana, a city 
of twenty thousand inhabitants. It gets almost 
within hearing of the roar of nearly a dozen 
railroads diverging to all parts of the State, and 
in fact to all parts of the Union; and then, as 
if inspired with a sudden taste for the country, 
it stops among the cornfields. Here we have the 
great source of the trouble. If any stockhold- 
er wishes to put his finger on what hurts him, 
let him do so; there it is. 

Now for my part, as a stockholder, I would 
prefer that the good old men, who have always 
I had this enterpiise safely tucked under them, 
and have been sitting down on it, acting upon 
their taste for the country, would emigrate to 
the other end of the tine, where they might, 
while ruminatinir on their pastexploits. sweetly 
enjoy rural felicity and quiet, and exclaim with 
Horace: "Beutus tile, qui procui mgo/ui," Slc. 
But lest these gentlemen may become alarmed 
at such a proposition, and may pop up out of 
their seats, as doubtless they have many times 
before, at the mere mention of the "Madison 
road," I will try to say a word to calm their 
fears. Time was, when by the partial legisla- 
tion of Indiana her trade was directed in an un- 
natural direction, to wit, through Madison. 
And the two rivals for her trade, Louisville and 
Cincinnati, were shut out fron her borders, ex- 
cept by that circuitous avenue. And then ii 
was that "the Madison road" was a mighty 
name in Wall street. But Cincinnati has built 
new routes to Indiauapoii6, and the glory of the 
Madison road has ueparted. Instead of lording 
it over all the roads in Indiana, little and big, 
there are none now so low as to do her reve- 
rence, except the Jeffersonville. This one she 
has systematically snubbed from the beginning. 
And now the Jefferscuville is only too happy to 
sneak in hindmost of all the roads, into the un- 
ion depot at Indianapolis, hitched to the tail of 
a thing winch has become an object of derision. 
So I say ihat if the ghost of such a defunct 
concern should alarm those gentlemen in the 
manner that it always has heretofore, and jEiI- 
inburgh should nor be sufficiently quiet fortheir 
tender nerves, they might proceed up to Shelby- 
ville on their pet branch, where I am sure they 
will find quiet enough 

To do the acting president of the road justice, 
I believe that he has always been an advocate 
of the extension of the road to Indianapolis. 
And the result will prove that economy and en- 
ergy, increased receipts, prudent management, 
and decreased expenditure can never make half 
a road better than a whole one. To say that 
the road cannot be extended to Indianapolis is a 
humbug. If the dir> ctory say so, they only 
establish their own incompetency. The Madi- 
son road is no rival of the J ffersonville, because 
Madison is no rival of Louisville. The Law- 
renceburg road is the rival of the Jeffersonville 
road, becau e Cincinnati is the rival of Louis* 
ville. And while Louisville allows the enter- 
prises of Cincinnati to be successful and permits 
her own to remain incomplete, she must ac- 
knowledge the superiority of her rival. Finish 
the road to Indianapolir; that is the true policy. 
Give (he thing a head and a tail both, and not 
let one end be forever stuck down the throat of ' 
the Madison road. When the road is finished, 
if it ever shall be, it will then stand the connect- 
ing link between the falls of the Ohio and the 
great net-work of railroads which intersect the 
whole country. It will stand without a rival, 
for it can have none

An Elephant Working. — We passed an el- 
ephant working o i the roa«l, and it wa* most in- 
teresting to watch the half-reasoniug: brutf; he 
was tearing out large roots fioin the ground by 
means of a chain and hook, fastened round his 
neck by a species or' collar.

They retire a few 
yards, and consider what they have effected, 
and you may almost fancy you can detect them 
turning their sagacious old noddles on one side 
and shutting one eye in a knowing manner to 
detect any irregularity in the arrangement. 
Sidney Smith's anecdotes of elephants' reason, 
in his lectures on moral philosouhy, although 
most astonishing, do not fail for want of cor- 
roboration.

Mr. Coleman Daniel then moved that a col 
leciing commi'tee of three, together with a 
Treasurer, be appoii.ted by ihe Chair, which 
motion pre.';;iled, and t!;e Chair appointed Drs 
Cooue, Breckinridge, and Biirtlett as the col- 
lecting committee, and Mr. T. L. Jefferson as 
Treasurer. 

The meeting then adjourned to Friday after- 
noon, 4 o'clock, to meet at the same place.

Paris, Sept. 6. 

Rarely has a newspaper article produced an 
effect equal to that of the London Times upon 
the state of thing* at Naples. It encourages the 
inhabitants to revolution, and declares tLac eve- 
ry man in Western Europe will cry God-speed. 
This article was the universal topic of conver- 
sation yesterday at the Bourse. In case of the 
overthrow of the Neapolitan Bourbons, Prince 
Mtirat may be considered as their most proba- 
ble successor. Insurrection is now possible at 
any moment in Lombardy. Rome, and Naples, 
Rome is offending France by its conduct toward 
her ally, Piedmont. The Austnans have fur- 
nished the West with motives enough for indif- 
ference toward the maintenance of their rule in 
Italy. The King of Naples is demented. In 
short, the condition of the peninsula is such, 
and such is the attitude of the great powers to- 
ward each other, that Italy may reasonably 
hope that a blow struck for her independence 
will now find both England and France willing 
to lend a hand. 

The books of the police ?how that the number 
of provincials and foreigners who may be sup- 
posed to have beeu brought to Paris by the visit 
of the Queen was no less than 741,345. If we 
place the expenditure of each individual during 
a stay of ten days, at the low average of $50, 
we arrive at a profit for Paris of over 37 mil- 
lions. It is known that, for the jewelers, the 
week was more profitable than any whole year 
during the reign of Louis Philippe. Every 
branch of trade was immensely benefiteu, but 
none to a degree so enormous aa this.
